You are hereby notified to meet at the hall of the 
Ossipee Group Y. M. C. A. Inc., in said town on the 
Second Tuesday of March next, at nine o’clock in the 


forenoon, to act on the following subjects. 


Article 1. To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for decorating the 
graves of soldiers. 


Article 2. To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for Memorial Day 
observances. 


Article 3. To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for the repair of 
highways in summer. 


Articie 4. To see what sum of money the town 
wil vote to raise and appropriate for breaking roads 
in winter. 7 

Article 5. To see what sum of money the town 


will vote to raise and appropriate for defraying town 
expenses. 


Article 6. To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of twenty-one hundred 
four dollars and fifty cents ($2104.50) for State Aid 
Construction in order to receive twenty-one hundred 
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four dollars ($2104.00) from state. 


Article 7. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of two thousand dollars 
($2000.00) for State Aid maintenance in order to re- 
ceive ten thousand dollars ($10,000.00) from the State. 


Article 8. To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of twenty-two hundred dol- 
lars ($2200.00) for Trunk Line maintenance in order 
to receive twelve thousand two hundred dollars 
($12,200.00) from the State. 


Article 9. To see if the town will vote to author- 
ize the Selectmen to hire money in anticipation of 
taxes and to allow them to make a discount for early 
payment of taxes and to see what amount the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for interest on loans. 


Article 10. To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for the repair and 
construction of bridges. 


Article 11. To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for the destruction 
of gypsy moths and White Pine Blister. 


Article 12. To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate twelve hundred dollars ($1200.00) 
towards the support of a Health Nurse. 


Article 18. To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of three hundred fifty dollars 
($350.00) for the Library. 


Article 14. To see if the town will vote to adopt 
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the provisions of Chapter 93 of the laws of 1905 as 
amended, commonly called the New Caucus Law. 


Article 15. To see if the town will raise and ap- 
propriate an amount not exceeding twenty dollars 
($20.00) to cut the trees, clear up and repair the wall 
of the town Pound, paint and erect signs calling at- 
tention to its use 1820-1870 located on the Leighton 
Road. 


Article 16. To see if the town will vote to in- 
’ struct the Selectmen to have annexed to the town re- 
port of 1933 a list of the tax payers and their real 
estate valuation. 


Article 17. To see if the town will vote to in- 
struct the Selectmen to revise the pay of all employ- 
ees of the town in accord with the reduction of living 
expenses. 


Article 18. To hear the report of the building 
committee, and to see if the town will vote to adopt 
their recommendations. 


Article 19. To see if the town will vote to buy 
a new snow blade for use on the truck, and appro- 
priate money for the same. 


Article 20. To see if the town will vote to dis- 
continue those sections of the old Conway stage road, 
so-called, which is not a part of the new East side 
trunk line road from Wakefield line to the intersection 
of the Suncook Valley road at Duncan Lake. 


Article 21. To see if the town will vote to raise 
the sum of five hundred dollars ($500.00) for improve- 
ments on the Roland Park road. 


Article 22. To see if the town will vote to raise 
the sum of two thousand dollars ($2000.00) for the 


Granite road in order to receive four thousand dollars 
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($4000.00) from the State. 


Article 23. To see if the town will vote to raise 
the sum of one hundred dollars ($100.00) for repairs 
on the road at West Ossipee. 


Article 24. To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of one hundred sixty 
dollars ($160.00) to enlarge the tomb door in the Os- 
sipee town cemetery. 


Article 25. To see if the town will vote to in- 
struct the Selectmen to submit for bids and to award 
to the lowest bidder the job of removing the snow 
from the highways in the town of Ossipee, said bids 
to be accompanied with a good and sufficient bond sub- 
ject to the approval of the Selectmen. 


Said contracts shall be let on or before October 1st, 
19382. 


Said bid shall cover the payment of all necessary 
expenses for the operation of two tractors as now 
used in said town, and shall include the furnishing of a 
truck suitable for the operation of the blade-plow, so- 
called, now or hereafter used, and the operation and 
maintenance of said blade-plow truck shall be taken 
care of by the bidder. 


The bid shall not include the expense of repair to 
either tractor or any plows now or hereafter used. 

Article 26. To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate a sum towards the rebuilding of the 
Moultonville Church. 


Article 27. To see if the town will approve the 
following regulations for the observance of the Lord’s 
Day ; 


1. It shall be lawful on the Lord’s day, to en- 
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gage in plays, games, sports and exhibitions of physi- 
cal skill, to which no admission is charged, except 
public dancing, horse racing, prize fighting, wrestling, 
pool, billiards, and bowling, provided that peace and 
quiet are not unreasonably disturbed thereby. The 
Selectmen may regulate the time, manner and areas 
of such play, games, and sports, to the end that no 
unreasonable disturbance of peace and quiet shall be 
caused thereby. 


2. It shall be lawful on the Lord’s Day to engage 
in play, sports, and games involving physical skill, for 
which an admission is charged, except public dancing, 
horse racing, prize fighting, wrestling, pool, billiards, 
and bowling, but not earlier than one o’clock in the 
afternoon. No such play, game, or sport shall be held 
without license therefor from the selectmen. 


3. It shall be lawful on the Lord’s Day to conduct 
motion pictures, lectures, concerts, theatricals and 
vaudeville performances, but not earlier than _ six 
o’clock in the afternoon, provided that no unreason- 
able disturbance of the peace and quiet is caused 
thereby. The Selectmen may make regulations con- 
trolling such entertainments as do not require to be 
licensed, to the end that no unreasonable disturbance 
of peace and quiet shall be caused thereby, and nothing 
in this section shall be construed to permit without 
license, any such entertainment now requiring license. 


4, It shall be lawful: on the Lord’s Day to sell 
at retail, newspapers, periodicals, flowers and nursery 
stock, ice cream, soft drinks, confectionery, fruit, 
bakery products including pastry, cigars, cigarettes, 
tobacco, smoking accessories, toilet articles, gasoline, 
oil, automobile parts and accessories, and food for 
consumption on the premises, except as provided 
herein and by Section 5 of Chapter 358 of the Public 
Laws of New Hampshire, it shall be unlawful to sell 
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or expose for sale any merchandise whatever on the 
Lord’s Day. 


Article 28. To see if the town will raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of Four hundred dollars ($400.00) 
towards building Huckins Road, so-called, in Center 
Ossipee, said construction to start from the East 
Side Highway, so-called. 


Article 29. To see if the town will vote to instruct 
the selectmen, that the truck suitable for the proper 
operation of the blade-plow, so-called, be of at least 
three and one-half tons capacity. 


Article 30. To see if the town will raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money to pay rent on the premises 
occupied by Dr. Dube for the ensuing year. 


Article 31. To choose a Selectman for three years, 
Town Clerk, Treasurer, Highway Agents, Auditors, 
and all other Officers and Agents for the ensuing year. 


Article 32. To transact any other business that 
may legally come before said meeting.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Board of Ossipee: 

I herewith submit my sixth annual report as sup- 
erintendent of schools, it being the thirteenth in the 
series of such reports. 

Ossipee is to be commended for so liberally sup- 
porting its schools. An especially pleasing and prof- 
itable feature this year has been the new _ work in 
manual training and athletics at the Center School. 
The gymnasium has proved an acceptable place for 
these activities as well as some regular class work. 
Our schools are now well equipped for manual work 
and music appreciation. Pupils learn to recognize the 
instruments of the orchestra and to appreciate fine 
selections of music like “The Humoresque,” “Traum- 
erei,”’ “Narcissus,” and “Spring Song”’. 

The regular work is being tested and effort made 
to strengthen any weaknesses.

It will be noted that few changes occur. Our 
teaching staff is coming to be a more permanent body. 
This should lead to better results. Parents will do 
well to visit the schools often and inspect the work.

During the year ending June 31, 1931, we 
had an average attendance of 181, an average member- 
ship of 190 and a percent of 95.

MEDICAL INSPECTION 

The health work is now in charge of Mrs. Marion 
Davis. Clinics have been held for correcting eye and 
tooth defects. Individual cases are receiving atten- 
tion. This is an important work. A sound mind 
should crown a sound body. 

All children who plan to enter the first grade next 
fall must be vaccinated. Parents should attend to 
this before school opens in September. 


REPAIRS AND IMPROVEMENTS 

The school property is being kept in good condi- 
tion. 

During the summer the Center building was im- 
proved by painting in the lower hall and gymnasium, 
and the completion of screening the windows. The 
yard was beautified by a new base for the flagpole and 
the setting out of pine trees to border the driveway. 
Under the direction of Mr. Hill, an effort was made to 
arrange a skating pond near the school building but 
the warm winter made it impossible. Later Mrs. Mer- 
row donated land for this purpose. This building, like 
all others, was cleaned, floor oiled and furniture var- 
nished. 





At Granite lights were installed, cement steps 
placed and fine adjustable curtains. 

At Ossipee Corner lights were installed and a 
sink set for convenience in connection with noon lunch. 

At Water Village new slate was placed for the 
blackboards. All the buildings are now provided with 
lights except this one. We need lights here. 

For the coming year, I recommend slate _black- 
boards at the Center, painting outside at Water Vil- 
lage, and improvement of yards. The high school

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should be equipped with adjustable curtains. 
Ossipee has students in advanced schools who 
should be mentioned.
